HEN in Confequence of the 
Revolution, the firft great War 
broke out with France, and the 
Houfeof Commons furnith’d Sup- 
plies, fo largely and liberally, for 
the Support of it, his moft Chri- 
Jtian Majefty was heard to fay, 
That his little Coufin, the Prince 
of Orange, was now fix’d in the Saddle: And, af-. 
ter alittle Paufe, N’importe; le dernier Louis dor 
Vimportera: The laft Luidore muft carry it: An 
Expreffion that, at onee, manifefted much Know- 
ledge, much Refolution, and much Unconcern for 
the Weal or Woe of his Subjects. 

No doubt his Obfervation was well founded, the 
heavieft Purfe is of more Confequence than the 
longeft Sword ; and the Stake he had the Vanity 
and Prefumption to fet for his Glory, it was worth 
our while to anfwer for our Liberty: When that 
is invaded, or even menac’d, not only the Jaf 
Guinea, but the Jaf Life fhould be facrific’d. 

But I know of no other Concern, that carries 
with it the like Obligation, or, in any _ of 
Comparifon, ought to expofe us to the like Rifque. 
Foreign Dominions are abhorrent to our Situation, 
and have been held inconfiftent with our Conftitu- 
tion; as affording Pretences, whith tho’ benefi- 
cial to the Crown, were thought dangerous to the 
People : The Balance of Europe may be worth fome 
Expence, and fome Hazard; but has been made 
Ufe of fo often and fo long, to bubble and beggar 
us, that we have juft Reaion to leave it to the 
Powers of the Continent, whom it more immedi- 
ately concerns; and, on no Account, to perplex 
ourfelves with it again: But the BALANCE of Ger- 
many is of no more Significancy to Great Britain, 
than the Balance of China: How, or which Way, 
in the Name of Gop, doth it affeét us, whether 
the Ele@tor of Bavaria, or Duke of Lorrain is 
Emperor ? Whether Avfiria on one Side, or Pru/- 
fia on the other, bids taireft to tyranize over the 
minor Princes of the Empire? To Hanover, in- 
deed, who has fo grievoufly finn’d againft, and 
embroil’d herfelf with, the laft of thote Powers, 
and who lies fo opportune for its Vengeance: This 
feems to bea Matter of mighty Moment; and I 
fhould fcarce wonder to hear that fhe had pawn’d 
her Silver Mines in the Service of the Houfe of 
Auftria, with a View to be one Day enabled to 
{well herfelf up to the Size of her over-grown 
Neighbour. 

But tho’ Hanover is fo deeply interefted in the 
Aufirian Quarrel, and has made herfelf fo bufy in 
the Support of it, yet fo refin’d is her Policy, and 
fo exquifite her Management, that fhe has not in- 
curr’d any one Debt; or expos’d herfelf to any ex- 
traordinary Charge, in Purfuitof and with a View 
to fuch great Advantages: On the contrary, fhe 
has had the Addrefs to make Merchandize of the 
War; to procure Pay for the Execution of her 
con Projects; to be a Gainer even by the Quef, 
andto make *******, who can get nothing by the 
Experiment, pay the Expence of all. 

On the other Hand—But I will not enlatge 
on what is fo well known-——a Note of Admira- 
tion fhall fuffice; that the fame Pa— fhould be 
ferved fo well in one Country, and fo ill in.ano- 
ther ! . 


affeéting Papers, in fo many important Pamphlets, 
is now notorious: When the Balance of Europe 
was nam’d, the Balance of Germany was meant :

To pafs over the fpecious Pretences, at firft 
made, to draw us into this defperate Project of af- 
fifting the Queen of Hungary, in Concert with 
THOSE PowWERS WHO WERE ENGAGED BY 
TREATIES, AND BOUND BY INTEREST TO 
SUPPORT HER; a9 likewife the Offers which 
France made to her Hungarian Majefty, fo long 
ago as the Siege of Prague; whocan read over the 
following Articles in the Pruffian Manifefto, with- 
out feeling fuch Sentiments as he cannot fupprefs, 
and which it may be fearce prudent to utter ? 

‘If the King thinks himftelf at prefent oblig’d, for 
© thefe Reafons,. to take violent Meafures, it is not

* tion of his Hereditary Dominions. 

‘ Thefe advantageous and moft moderate Terms

‘of England was not to reftore Peace to the Empire, 
* but rather to make its Advantage of its Troubles.’ 

What a Blaze of Light is here thrown upon the 
prefent Diftractions of Europe ? And how wilfully, 
or wretchedly blind muft he be, who cannot, or 
durft not, make a proper Ufe of it? The very 
Caufe and Ground of the Quarrel, the hereditary 
Dominions, is here taken away : The Emperor re- 
nounces his Claim to them, and leaves the (Queen 
in Poffeffion. What more could be ask’d, or con- 
tended for? An Equivalent for Silefia ? Surely not: 
It was ceded to Pruffia at the Inftance, and by the 
Interpofition of England: And as to the Imperial 
Crown, it was frecly beftow’d on the Elector of 
Bavaria, by his Brethren, according to the Laws 
and Conftitutions of the Empire: And even his 
Highnefs of Hanover gave his Vote with as much 
Zeal and Forwardnefs, as the moft Frenchify'd a- 
mongft them. 

If the Prefervation of the Balance of Europe, 
depended on preferving the Totality of the 4u/frian 
Dominions, in the Poflefion of the Queen of 
Hungary as it has been from Time to Time pre- 


loft? And why did the EnGorisn Minister reject

Upon Advice that a Body 
of the Fnemy was advanced to Afperen and Ga- 
vercn upon the Scheld, a Detachment was fent to 
attack them, and having kill’d about fifty of them, 
obliged the reft to retire with Precipitation to Mo- 
reshem and Wanneghem, leaving behind a Standard 
and twelve Horfes.

It has 
lightly damaged the Roofs of fome Houfes, and beat 
ina Part of a Stone Wall below the Caftle Hill. In 
the Country it has damaged the Steeple, and broke a 
Part of the Roof of Liberton Church, and greatly 
damaged a Houfe at the Water of Leith; it broke 
into a Houfe at Fountainbridge, beat down the 
Lining of a Room, melted a Piftol, and yet a Lin- 
net hanging in a Cage in the fame Room received 
no harm. ‘The Inundation that attended it was fo 
scat, that there was no getting over the Kennels 
in the Streets, and the Cellars were filled with 
Water. ‘The rich Corns are laid flat to the Ground, 


and lucky it is that this Storm extended but a few 
Miles.

Dublin, Aug. 24. The Privateer taken by the 
Greyhound Mah of War, and brought into the 
River, proves to be the fame, whofe Crew, in the 
moft cowardly and bafe Manner, kill’d the Pilots 
off Aldborough.

Men. $n fome time after, the Englifh Prifoners 
efpy’d a Sail, which they foon knew to be their 
Companion, the Old Noll; fo began a Squabble 
with the Frenchmen to delay the working of the 
Ship, till the Old-Noll cane up, and retook her and 
her Prize ; they afterwards fell in with the French 
Privateer, after a {mart Engagement obliged her 
to fheer off, 

We have alfo Advice from Cork, that on Friday 
Morning laft, one of the Lieutenants belonging to 
the Old-Noll had a Difpute with one of her Sailors, 
and unhappily run bim thro’ the Body, and kill’d 
hint; for which he is now in Cuftody. 

A Woman was kill’d laft ‘Vhurfday by Light- 
ning, at Bewley, near Drogheda; and her Huf- 
band and fome of their Children were greatly hurt 
at the fame lime.

Irregular ‘Troops. 

Private Letters from the Army in Flanders fays 
that great Preparations are making for a very ume 
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portant Expedition; and chat it is thought, the 
Confederates will fpeedily quit the Place of their 
prefeut Encampment, in order to undertake a Siege 
of Confequence, that will force the Count Saxe 
from behind his Lines. 

They write from Bruflels, that the Count de 
Saxe had endeavoured a fecond Time to furprize 
Oudenarde, but without Succefs; and that Duke 
Aremberg had reinforced the Garrifon with two 
Battalions, and a fmall Party of Horfe ; it is added, 
that the Army of the Allies is in Pofleffion of Or- 
chies, in which Place was found a Magazine of 
Hay. . 
Fra Metz we learn, that Prince Charles of 
Lorrain has juft made a Motion towards the Rhine ; 
and that the French Army under M. Noailes and 
Coigny, together with the Imperialifts under Count 
Seckendorff, were moving towards him, fo that a 
Battle was hourly expected. 

Tuefday Morning two old Houfes fell down in 
Gardiner’s-Lane, Weftminfter; but they being 
uninhabited, no-body received any. Damage. 

‘Tuefday Morning the 14 Waiters that attended 
Vauxhall this Seafon (who had voluntarily enter’d 
on board the Anfon Privateer) fet out from thence, 
jn order to go on board the faid Ship 5 but in their 
Way to her, they were attack’d by a large Party 
belonging to a Man of War, who overpowering 
them, carry’d them all off, but not without much 
Milchief done. 

Letters from on board the Sunderland Man of 
War, belonging to Sir John Balchen’s Squadron, 
dated the 18th Inftant, in the Latitude 45, 56, 
mention, that they had taken fix Ships from Mar- 
tinico, and were in Purfuit of four more, which 
they were in Hopes of coming up with; and that 
Ship which the Sunderland boarded, had a great 
Quantity of Money on board; and that they were 
informed that Admiral Torres was then at Sea, fo 
that they had nothing to do but to wait for him, 
or feek for the Breft Spuadron. 

They write from Briftol, that the Prince Charles, 
Mediterranean, &c. Privateers, had brought there 
two more French Ships from Greenland ; and that 
the Prince Charles, in Company with the Defence 
Privateer of Plymouth, had mutually .agreed to 
ftand by each other ; but coming up with fix Ships 
from Martinico, the Prince Charles engaged two 
of them for fome time, and in the mean while the 
Defence fheered off; that in the Evening both of 
them ftruck to her; but as the Sea run high, and 
jn the Night, they could not board them; in the 
Morning Sir John Balchen’s Fleet appeared, and 
they ftruck to the Dutch Men of War that were 
neareft to them in Sir John’s Squadron. 

The Salamander Privateer, Capt. Strangways, 
has taken two French Ships from St. Domingo, of 
great Value, and brought them into the Downs, 
‘They fought a long Time before they furrender’d, 
but did not much Damage to the Salamander, al- 
tho the French had feveral kill’d in the Engage- 
ment. Itis faid Capt. Strangways had Information 
that there were four more Frenchmen who came 
out in Company with the two Ships above-men- 
tioned, which, it’s hoped will fall into our Pof- 
{effion. 

The Afia, Capt. Guy, is arrived at Yarmouth 
fgom Greenland., with feven Whales on board. 

We hear that there is a Petition come over from 
the Governor and Council of the Ifland of Ja- 
maica, for a Body of 4000 Troops to be fent thi- 
ther from hence for the Defence of that Ifland. 

By the Weft India Fleet lately arriv’d, we have 
Advice, that there was a certain. Account that 
the French at Cape Francois were enclofing all 
their Grounds by Fortifications with the utmoft 
Expedition, and that in all the other French Iflands 
they are likewife making extraordinary Prepara- 
tions, in Confequence of Orders from the Court 
of France to the refpe&tive Governors; they are 
alfo fitting out a great Number of Privateers 
to cruize on the Britifh Colonies in America. 

It was currently reported on Tuefday, that the 
Spaniards had taken Georgia; but as this News 
comes by a Ship arrived from Philadelphia in one 
of the Irifh Ports, and as there have been two 
Ships arrived lately from Carolina, who bring no 








fuch Intelligence, this Report gains no Manner of 
Credit, . 
‘Tuefday Morning arrived two Irith Mails, by 
which we have Advice, by a Ship arrived at 
Cork from Philadelphia, that the principal Inha- 
bitants of that Place had fitted out a very large 
Privateer, which coft them 70001. Sterling, who 
failed from thence with 180 flout Seamen on board, 
and about 40 People of Fafhion, who went on 
board her to judge of her Sailing, and defigned 
to come on Shore at the Capes; but unfortunately 
for them, juft as they were to be put on Shore, the 
Ballatt fhifted, and the Privateer immediately funk , 
there were about 80 of the People faved, and all 
the reft perifhed, 
On Wednefday 7-Night died, of a Fever, at his 
Seat of Clouance in Cornwall, Sir John St. Aubyn, 
Bart. one of the Knights of the Shire for that 
County, which he had reprefented in four Parlia- 
ments, ever*fince he came of Age. He was a 
true Patriot, and fincere Lover of his Country, and 
its Conftitution in Church and State. His uniform, 
fteady, and uncorrupt Conduct in Parliament will 
ftand the Teit, and be the Admiration of future 
Ages.’ And in private Life few equall’d, but none 
excell’d him. He was of a mild and benign Nature, 
and a moft excellent OEconomift, The Decorum 
he obferved in his Family is beyond my Capacity to 
exprefs, altho’ I have been daily an Eye-witneis of 
it. His Leifure Hours were chiefly fpent with his 
Children, in whom alone he delighted ; and by his 
paternal Care and Management they now happily 
inherit not only his Fortune but his Vertues, Of 
whom may be juftly faid.
